MORTGAGES. 

AN ACT to regulate the foreclosure of Mortgages. 

Be it enacted, hy the General Assembly of the State of Iowa, 

SECTION  1. Foreclosure. Tha t  in actions now commenced, or  which may 
hereaf ter  be commenced, in  any  of the  courts of this state, f o r  t he  foreclosure 
of any  mortgage or  mortgages, t he  defendants  shall no t  be held to  answer 
therein unt i l  the  expiration of nine months a f t e r  the  date  of t he  service of 
t he  original notice in such actions on the  first defendant  served, any  provision 
in  any  law or  laws enacted b y  the  general assembly a t  i t s  present session t o  
t he  contrary notwithstanding. 

SEC. 2. F rom and  a f t e r  the  first day  of January ,  one thousand eighth 
hundred and  sixty-one, th is  act  shall cease to be in force, a n d  the  class of 
actions mentioned in this  act, shall be governed by  rules of practice concern­
ing such actions in  force a t  t h a t  time. 

SEC. 3. Take effect. This act t o  t ake  effect and be in force f r o m  and a f t e r  
i ts  publication in the  Iowa State  Register and the  Iowa State  Journal ,  news­
papers published a t  Des Moines. 

This bill having remained with the Governor three days, Sunday excepted, the 
General Assembly being in Session, has become a law this 21st day of March, 1860.

That  no  
contract made by  any  co. judge  f o r  t he  use of, or  f o r  the  erection of county 
buildings where the  expenditures exceeds two thousand dollars, shall be legal, 
unless i t  is first submitted t o  a vote of the people of his county as provided 
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i n  sections one hundred  a n d  th i r teen  (113) and  one h u n d r e d  a n d  four t een  
(114) of t h e  code of Iowa.  

SEC. 2. Al l  acts a n d  p a r t s  of ac ts  inconsistent w i t h  th i s  ac t  a re  hereby  
repealed. 

SEC. 3. Take effect. This  ac t  shall  t ake  eifect a n d  be in  force  f r o m  a n d  
a f t e r  i t s  publication i n  t h e  Iowa S ta te  Register  a n d  t h e  I o w a  S ta t e  Jou rna l ,  
anyth ing  i n  sections twenty-three (23) and  twenty- four  (24) of t he  code t o  
t h e  cont rary  notwithstanding.

AN ACT entitled an act to amend an act entitled an act to provide for an annual 
appropriation for the benefit of a State Historical Society, approved Jan. 28th, 1857. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assemhly of the State of Iowa, 

SECTION  1. $500 appropriated annually to be expended by the society. 
T h a t  chapter  t w o  hundred  a n d  th ree  (203) of t h e  laws  of t h e  6th general  
assembly, approved J a n u a r y  28th, 1857, be amended a s  fo l lows:  

Tha t  there  is hereby annual ly  appropriated,  un t i l  t h e  legislature shall  b y  
l aw otherwise direct,  t o  t h e  s ta te  historical society^formed in  connection wi th ,  
a n d  unde r  t he  auspices of t h e  s ta te  university,  t h e  sum of five hundred  dollars, 
t o  be expended b y  said society i n  collecting, embodying, a r rang ing  a n d  p re ­
serving i n  authent ic  fo rm,  a l ibrary  of books, pamphlets,  maps,  charts ,  manu­
scripts, papers,  paintings,  s t a tua ry  and  other  mate- [147] r ia ls  i l lustrat ive of 
t he  history of Iowa. T o  rescue f r o m  oblivion t he  memory of i t s  ear ly  pioneers, 
to  obtain  and preserve varieties of the i r  exploits, per i ls  a n d  h a r d y  adventures .  
To  secure f a c t s  a n d  s ta tements  relative t o  t he  history, genius, progress  o r  
decay of our  Ind ian  tribes.  To exhibit  f a i t h fu l l y  t h e  antiquities,  p a s t  a n d  
present  resources of Iowa.  Also, t o  a id  in  t he  publicat ions of such of t h e  col­
lections of t he  society a s  t h e  society shall f r o m  t ime t o  t ime deem of value  
a n d  interest.  To aid i n  binding i t s  books, pamphlets,  manuscr ip ts  a n d  papers ,  
a n d  in pay ing  o ther  necessary incidental expenses of t h e  society. 

SEC. 2. This ac t  shall  t a k e  effect and  be  i n  fo rce  f r o m  a n d  a f t e r  i t s  pub­
lication i n  t he  Iowa S ta te  Register  and  Iowa S ta te  Jou rna l .
